The National Ballet Theater of 
Finland enjoys a unique reputa­ 
tion among the great dance com­ 
panies of the world. This unique­ 
ness is probably best summa­ 
rized in the words of a leading 
German critic, who recently ex­ 
claimed: “They combine the hot 
Slavic blood of the Russians with 
Nordic lyricism and the athletic 
vigor so characteristic 
of the 
Finns themselves!” 


Founded In 1422 
The ballet was founded in 1922 
by Edvard Fazer, director of the 
National Opera, who had pre­ 
viously ben associated with the 
Imperial Ballet in St. Petersburg. 
The first ballet master, George 
Ce, and the first soloists were 
Finns who had been trained at 
the Ri*sian Imperial Ballet. Fin­ 
land itself had been under a long 
Russian occupation and was in­ 
fluenced by the culture of its 
giant neighbor. 
Several years ago. in the course 
of an extended European tour 
that took it from one end of the 
continent to the other, the ballet 
performed in the Soviet Union, 
its itinerary including both the 
Bolshoi Theater in Moscow and 
the Kirov Theater in Leningrad, 
the outstanding ballet houses of 
that country. The Finns were re­ 
ceived with great enthusiasm— 
by ballet-conscious audiences who 
were accustomed to the best from 
their own companies. No finer 
tribute could have been paid to 
these young and highly skilled 
dancers who, in acknowledging an 
artistic debt to the Russians, 
demonstrated the success with 
which they had created a great 
tradition of their own. 
Twenty dancers, the cream of 
the company, will comprise the 
National Ballet Theater of Finland 
when it embarks on its first visit 
to the western hemisphere. They 
are preceded by the acclaim not 
only of their own countrymen, 
who flock to their performances 
at the National Opera House in 
Helsinki, but by the cheers of 
audiences throughout Europe.

NEW YORK (AP)—A teen-ager 
chased a 28-year-old man four 
blocks Monday night pelting him 
with hits of concrete. The man 
stumbled at a curb and the youth 
stabbed him with a knife. The 
man died Trrimites later. 
It was the latest outburst in a 
wave of youth violence that has 
aroused the city. A crackdown on 
juvenile delinquents. has netted 
more than 300 arrests of persons 
under 21 in a week City and state 
authorities are prepared for all- 
out war on young criminals. 
An unidentified taxicab driver 
told police he watched a youth 
quarrel with an older man on a 
Third Avenue corner. The cab 
driver said he saw the chase and 
the attack. Then, he said, he 
rushed the victim, Thomas Jor­ 
dan, to a hospital, where he died. 
Helped Hunt Killer 
The cab driver returned to the 
scene of tie stabbing—about IO 
blocks north of Manhattan’s Bow­ 
ery—and helped detectives look 
for the young killer. 
About five blocks away, they 
picked up Ramiro Roman, 17, a 
delivery boy who lives in the 
neighborhood. 
Through an interpreter, Roman 
said he had come to New York 
a few months ago from Puerto 
Rico, that he spoke almost no 
English, and that he knew nothing 
about any stabbing. He was tak­ 
en to a police station for exten­ 
sive questioning, 
"Full-fledged Crime" 
The stabbing came a short time 
after Mayor Robert F. Wagner de­ 
livered a tough television speech 
in which he said juvenile crime 
would be met with all the power 
the city police can muster. 
“This isn’t juvenile delinquency, 
some advanced stage of truancy 
from school or pinching apples 
from the corner 
grocer," 
de­ 
clared Wagner. “It’s crime, full- 
fledged, 
committed 
by 
youths 
old enough to know better, but 
who probably never will." 
He referred to the slaying Aug. 
30 of two 16-year-old boys in a

PROBERS URGE 
FEDERAL VOTE 
REGISTRARS

WASHINGTON (AP) - Use of 
federal voting registrars where 
necessary was recommended by 
the Civil Rights Commission to­ 
day to assure Negroes and other 
minority groups the right to vote 
for federal officials. 
Southern senators promptly de­ 
nounced this and other recom 
mendations 
as 
"extreme 
and 
shocking," and a "program of de­ 
ceit and distort ion.” They said 
they 
would 
oppose 
legislation 
needed to carry it out. 
"It has become apparent that 
legislation presently on the books 
is inadequate to assure that all 
our qualified citizens shall enjoy 
the right to vote.” the commission 
said in a report to President Ei­ 
senhower and Congress. 
Battle Dissents 
That recommendation was ap­ 
proved by five members of the 
six-man commission. The sixth, 
John S. Battle of Cha#ottesville, 
Va., 
dissented, 
saying 
present 
lawj are adequate. 
Use of federal registrars, Battle 
added, "would place rn the hands 
of the federal government a vital 
part of the election process so 
jealously guarded and carefully 
reserved to the states by the 
founding fathers." 
Three of the six members went 
further, and proposed a constitu­ 
tional amendment lo prevent vot­ 
ing discrimination. They proposed 
assurance of the right to vote to 
every 
citizen 
who 
meets 
his 
state’s age and residence require­ 
ments and who is not legally con­ 
fined at the time of registration 
or election. 
The proposal would wipe out 
educational 
and 
other 
require­ 
ments which some states demand 
of voters and which, the three 
proponents said, provide the way 
when there is the will to discrim­ 
inate. 
The 
commission 
unanimously 
recommended federal action to re­ 
quire that all voting and registra­ 
tion records be preserved for five 
years. Public inspection would be 
permitted under restrictions which 
would preserve the secrecy of the 
ballot. 
Although voting procedures oc­ 
cupied the commission’* major 
attention, it delved also into al­ 
leged discrimination in education 
and housing. In those fields, fur­ 
ther study was recommended by 
the commission if its life is ex­ 
tended. Under present law, the 
commission goes out of business 
two months from now.

Success Story 
In Moscow. Khrushchev Is pre­ 
sented as a model Soviet citizen, 
father to four fine children, grand­ 
father to three, devoted to his 
motherly second wife, Nina, who 
reared his family. All this pur­ 
ports to he the story of a brilliant 
success well earned. 
Khrushchev’s life has, indeed, 
been a success story—Communist 
style. He rose to the top by claw­ 
ing his way up over a heap of 
corpses and discards. 
Nikita Sergeyevich Khrushchev 
was born April 17, 1894. His fa­ 
ther, Sergei, probably owned a 
tiny plot of land around the mud- 
reed hovel near Kalinovka which 
was Nikita’s birthplace. Russia 
was not, as Khrushchev now in­ 
sists. capitalist. It was feudal un­ 
der the Isarist monarchy. Khrush­ 
chev’s father worked in the coal 
mines near the Ukrainian border. 
’ When I was a boy," Khrush­ 
chev recently told a skeptical 
crowd of Catholics in Poland, “ I 
attended church school and won 
a prize from the priest for know­ 
ing the gospels by heart." 
Later, he added another tidbit 
in the making of the new Khrush­ 
chev. 
“I was once a rather good half­ 
back at soccer. That was not an 
exclusively offensive or defensive 
position. It was both." 
Had Slow Start 
Khrushchev was what Russians 
call a “sposobny chelovyek”—an 
able fellow. He had the physique 
of a Russian bear, a vast store 
of energy, a talent for blaming 
his mistakes on others and turn­ 
ing defeat into victory 
But his 
beginnings were undistinguished. 
Khrushchev had no part in the 
Russian revolution. Not until 1918 
did he join the Bolshevik party at 
the outset of the civil war w'hich 
followed the Bolshevik seizure of 
the revolution. 
Later, he commanded a battal­ 
ion fighting White Russian forces 
It was wiped out, but he escaped 
blame and became a political 
commissar for a guerrilla detach­ 
ment. 
Formal Schooling 
Khrushchev got his first chance 
for formal schooling at 27. when 
he was sent to a "rabfak’7 — 
workers* faculty—school in Khar 


others, plus a glittering display of 
lesser medals. 
Khrushchev 
applied 
his bull­ 
like vigor to bossing the Ukraine 
and serving Stalin during the 
frightful political blood purges of 
the mid- 1930s. He vaulted into full 
membership in the powerful pal­ 
ace guard, the Politburo, by 1938. 
From World War II he emerged a 
political lieutenant general, con­ 
cerned at least as much with 
party control in the army as with 
winning the war. 
By the eve of Stalin’s death in 
early 1953, 
Khrushchev 
was 
a 
highly influential politician. 
But until his 60th year, Nikita 
Khrushchev was unknown to the 
outside world, a faceless, quiet 
man. He has made up for all that 
in the last five years.

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Any way you look at it the 
greatest menace to automobiles 
probably is automobiles, 
It may seem like economy to 
cut corners on service as well as 
on the purchase of supplies if the 
car is growing old, but nothing 
hastens its downfall more than 
penny-pinching. Many a car will 
give much better performance if 
treated to same sort of care it 
received when new. 
Toward the end of a car’s life 
is when the owner will not bother 
to change the coolant or to use 
inhibitors to check rusting and 
leakage. Here he will stint on 
g*s. allowing the engine to “ping” 
and head off a breakdown The 
greatest risk lies in neglecting 
the brakes. “The car Isn't worth 
new linings.” you may hear its 
owner duck a repair job. He does 
not realize that he also faces 
whatever danger the car encount­ 
ers. 
In treating an older car to a 
new piece of equipment the re­ 
sult* often are most satisfying 
Many fitments can he carried 
along to a newer car later, Any­ 
thing that contributed to the well­ 
being of the old car is certain 
to hold up its trade-in value. 
Reasons For That “Ping" 
Several conditions will cause 
motor pinging, and it is well to 
be posted if switching to higher 
octane gasoline fails to provide 
relief 
Most 
common of these] 
u aimple overheating. But one 
that frequently goes undetected! 
concerns the distributor's vacuum 
spark control. Spark fails to re-1 
Lard when the car is accelerated) 
and intake manifold vacuum sud­ 
denly drops. 
In many cases th# continued 
pinging is due merely to the engine 
loading up with carbon which 
raises compression and tempera-J 
lure. 
Much too often motorist* spoil 
the process of feeding special 
valve oil to the engine because 
they fail to accelerate the engine 
as they squirt the oil into the air! 
intake 
of 
the 
carburetor, 
air) 
cleaner removed. If too much oil 
goes into the carburetor at one 
time, especially if the engine isn’t 


running fast, there will be a stall 
and less chance for the oil to do 
its work. Clouds of smoke will 
come from the exhaust so the 
work will need to be done some 
place where there will be no com­ 
plaint. 
It is also well to give the car 
a good workout on the open road, 
preferably also with an additive 
in the oil. And repeat the feeding 
of tune-up oil to the carburetor a 
few days later.

Warning On Automatics 
Is 
the 
automatic 
transmis­

to 1955 the chances are that it does 
not have this feature and that 
you can avoid trouble in very hot 
weather by more careful handling 
of the car. Skip if at all possible 
any need for driving over back 
roads which are hilly because such 
terrain will require frequent gear 
changes. The less the transmis­ 
sion has to do the cooler its oil 
will run. 
When there Is no cooling for the 
oil also check the oil level of the] 
transmission more frequently. But! 
avoid overfilling. If in doubt as to] 
how to make the checks, and when,) 
better check with the dealer who 
handles your make of car. Over­ 
filling will cause the oil to foam! 
and to spew out the filler pipe. ] 
Keep These in Mind 


If you have an old can of tar 
remover containing toluene, bet­ 
ter take care when removing road 
tar from your new car with an 
acrylic lacquer finish. In small 
amounts toluene can be used on 
this finish to remove tar. but 
make sure about this to as not to 
soften the finish.

Speed is Nothing New 
Younger motorists who zoom 
along the highways may be sur­ 
prised to learn that many drivers 
hit higher speeds 30 years ago 
than they do today There were 
several interesting reasons for this. 
First, the cars had heavy en 
gines which ran quite effortless­ 
ly once they got up to speed. You 
could not accelerate as with to­ 
day’s car, but once rolling you 
could keep up an easy pace of 
70 mph or over provided you hit 
one

which were coming into the pic­

that time 
There were 
few intersections and little traf­ 
fic, so you could actually trav­ 
el fast with greater safety than 
you can today barring blowouts. 
Other reasons for high speeds

higher priced, heavier cars, less 
rigid law enforcement and skill­

Speaking Of Speedometer* 
Speedometer noise can be quite 
baffling and yet they break down 
into six general categories as fol­ 
lows:

detected unless it is removed from 
the conduit and rolled on a level 
floor, Third likely cause of noise 
is a dry cable. Often the cable is 
forced into making a noise be­ 
cause the conduit needs rerout­ 
ing with more gentle bends. For 
the fifth possibility we have the 
connector which holds the conduit 
and cable to the speedometer head 
Finally there is the speedometer 
itself. 
Keep Speed the Same 
Dropping back into second w hen 
the engine starts overheating on 
a hill is something many drivers 
do instinctively, but they often 
spoil the idea by trying to in­ 
crease speed By keeping to the 
same speed, but in second gear, 
the engine has less work to do.

Any home owner who has the 
job of mowing the lawn, painting 
and repairing the house, scrub­ 
bing porches and walks, picking 
up litter can appreciate the house­ 
keeping job involved in keeping 
the country’s toll roads spic and 
span. 
With hundreds of miles of heavily 
traveled 
multi-lane 
pavement, 
dozens of toll plazas and inter­ 
changes and thousands of acres 
of right-of-way to care for, the 
men who are responsible for keep­ 
ing the turnpikes neat and clean, 
as well as safe, have a king-size 
maintenance problem. 
The Indiana Toll Road offers a 
good example of the volume and 
complexity of the . work required 
to maintain the attractive appear­ 
ance that makes the toll roads 
contrast 
favorably 
with 
many 
older highways. The Indiana road 
sretches for 156 miles across the 
northern part of the state and 
forms part of the 825-mile, non­ 


stop toll road system that con­ 
nects Chicago and New York. 
Thousand* Use Road 
Last year an average of more 
than 26,000 vehicles per day used 
the Indiana Toll Road. This aver­ 
age increased to 43,000 per day 
during tile summer months, reach­ 
ing a peak of nearly 65.000 ve­ 
hicles on one Sunday in August. 
To keep the road looking its 
best in spite of this heavy traffic 
required the full-time efforts of 
approximately IOO men and more 
than 80 trucks, mowers and other 
pieces of motorized equipment. 
Their work includes washing 
down toll houses and plazas, and 
seeding, spraying and mowing 
more than 4,800 acres of right-of- 
way and median strips. One ma­ 
jor job is painting—bridges, pave­ 
ment stripes, guard rails and bar­ 
riers. and particularly the big 
directional signs that are so im­ 
portant to safe turnpike travel. 


Pick Up Trash 
A never-ending task that the 
public could help reduce is pick­ 
ing up, piece by piece, the trash 
thrown out by careless motorists. 
On a 30-mile stretch at the west­ 
ern end of the Indiana Toll Road, 
the daily accumulation of such 
litter fills a big truck. 
Other chores are sealing shoul­ 
der pavement against the ele­ 


ments, repairing expansion joints 
and replacing or repairing dam­ 
aged guard rails. 
In winter, the weather forces 
postponement of some of these 
tasks, but they are replaced by 
the major job of keeping the toll 
road open in spite of ice and snow 
that may make other highways 
impassable. As soon as snow be­ 
gins to fall or ice to form, every 
available truck and tractor is 
equipped with snow plows and 
sand and salt spreaders and goes 
on 24-hour duty until the storm is 
over. 
Siunmer or winter, the men 
who operate the toll roads de­ 
serve a vote of thanks from the 
motoring public for the painstak­ 
ing housekeeping that makes turn­ 
pike travel a joy to the eye, as 
well as a fast, safe and comfort­ 
able way to reach their destina­ 
tions.
